And neither was the 
storage problem. 


Wheat farmers and 
grainmen 


had braced 
themselves 
for 
the 
bumper crop. They had drummed 
up all the storage space they could 
find. Airplane hangars and 
ware- 


houses had been leased. Farmers 
bought bins in generous quantities. 


Then wet weather and 
disease 


left their mark. 


Today there is less wheat on the 
ground in these parts than 
there 


has been in the last 30 years. Some 
of the temporary storage is going 
begging. 


Plans to use the 
former 
B-29 


hangars near Hays, 
Kas., 
were 
abandoned. They were unneeded. 
At Garden City, also in 
western 
Kansas, the Municipal a i r p o r t 
hangar was set up as a storage 
space. The a m o u n t 
of 
grain 
dumped into it has been disappoint- 
ing. Two hangars at the 
former
